As a matter of fact there are only.a small proportion 
of Canadian families that will not benefit to tome de¬ 
gree, though it is the lower paid workers who will bene¬ 
fit the most, as was intended it should be. All are now 
familiar with the sca'e of allowances fpr the different 
ages. Tax exemptions for children have not been 
changed and the exemption is. reduced by the amount 
by which a family' benefits under family allowance. 
Health Minister Claxton, who administers the act, states 
that no one w'liuld be the poorer for registering, but. 
that about 200,000 families in the higher income groups 
would get no benefit. Their family allowance payments 
would drift back into the treasury through iitcome tax. 
However, since there are IVx million families in Canada 
with children under 16 years, the great majority do 
,receive benefit to a degee varying with their income. 

One young man whose present salary is good, and* 
who has no immediate need of the $6 a month allow¬ 
ance to which his infant child entitles him, has a sen¬ 
sible outlook. He says: “Certainly I’m going to register, 
and that $5 a month is going to be ear-marked for an 
educational fund, probably through some form of in¬ 
surance. It will come in mighty handy when my boy 
is sixteen.’’ He says the money is to be set aside right 
from the start, which is another good move. At pres¬ 
ent, almost everyone is making a fair living and can 
afTf)r(l to set aside a ^um for a child’s education. That 
commitment, made now, will be carried on through the 
years, even though times are more difficult. A premiun, 
of that .sort once established is not dropped except unt 
der most adverse circumstances.

T>EG1STRAT10N forms are being sent out to all Can- 
^''adian families under the provisions of the Family 
Allowance Act. In order to be eligible for family al¬ 
lowances this form should be filled out as soon as it is 
received. There may be some who will hesitate to fill 
out these forrtrs, on the ground that benefits will be neg¬ 
ligible as balanced against existing tax exemptions for 
children. Others will take the view that at present 
they don’t need the allowance provided under -the act 
and that they don’t like the idea. But everyone eligible 
is advised to register. Present incomes may easily de¬ 
cline to a point at which the allowance for dependent 
children would be ver.y welcome in family financing. It 
is well to be on record just in case. 


It is now the respbnsibility of parents who will be rt 
ceiving these allowances, starting' iri midrsummer, to 
consider the wise-d use to which the money can be put 
and in what way TTcan best serve the future well-being 
of the child.

Nearing Close of 
Very Hot Summer 

St. Sgt. Heibert Laycraft, who has 
been for some months in Australia, 
writes a long letter about what he has 
seen to date in that country which he 
thi/iks is well named “the topsy turvy 
continent.” His letter came in special 
air mail form, in five separate instal¬ 
ments. This is a quick system of ser¬ 
vice, but they are lationed on the 
number of such letters they may sena 
but in any one week and when the 
various instalments of one letter filter 
at intervals it makes quite an excit¬ 
ing serial. 

Anyway Herbert’s five-instalment 
serial ariived in one maili making 
very smooth reading, and many parts 
of which are of general interest. 

He says: “We are now approaching 
the close of a very hot summer—a’de¬ 
cided contrast from the reports of 
Canadian blizzards. When the tem¬ 
perature reaches 109 degrees as it 
has done, we have thought longingly 
of a nice 30 below Alberta day. A 
tiuck becomes a furnace; a weapon is 
too hot to touch and serious prob¬ 
lems occur in operation of any of the 
more complex machines. This heat, 
combined with a humidity point of 80 
to 96 is suffocating. 

“We have been foitunate in obtain¬ 
ing leave since we arrived in Aus- 
tra ia. ard have travelled through 
most of the eastern states. Austral¬ 
ia’s natural life is widely varied, and 
the complete antithesis of that gt 
home. 

“Consider for instance, the confus¬ 
ed domestic relations in the family 
of the duck-billed platypus. Although 
technically a mammal, the female 
lays eggs which the male dutifully 
hatches. The young, which are born 
with pin feathers, are then suckled. 
The completed* product has a thick 
fur coat resembling a badger except 
for webbed feet and duck-bill. 

“The most lovable animal is the 
Koala Bear after which was fashion¬ 
ed the Teddy Bears which delight 
children. He is comical in appearance 
and actions. When mama becomes an¬ 
noyed she spanks junior who cries 
very plaintively, the tears streaming 
down his furry face. 

"The first sight of the giant emu is 
startling. He carries his 100 pound 
body on lo“g spindly legs on which 
he trave's like an express train, 
snorting in indignation at the intru¬ 
der'who disturbs him. Although he 
is classified as a bird he has no sign 
of wings. 

“There are myr'ad things which 
creep and crawl, and on sudden friend 
ly impulse try to share your bed. We 
have learned to make wary inspection 
before going to bed. We killed a spi¬ 
der whose body was as big as a 50 ct. 
piece. His legs measured 4' inches 
across. If the death of an ordinary 
Alb.rta spider is supposed to bring 
rain we should have b^n washed into 
the ocean. Scorpions, red spiders, 
Christmas beetles and a vast array 
of unclassified beasties keep us well 
occupied. And for the most ear-split- 
t'ng racket ever devised, I can recom¬ 
mend a family of hooka-berras saying 
goo<l morning to each other. The gen¬ 
eral council meets in a gum tree near 
our b.Ilets about 6 a.m., and the 
greetings can be heard for two miles. 

The Cnnie of Rabbits 

“Rut the real curse of Australia is 
the swarms of rabbits. During my 
Christmaa leave I viaited a town some 
distance inland, where the problem

is very seiious. On apprdhehing a Hill 
1 had the illusion that the ground It¬ 
self was moving as thousands of raoV 
bits scuriied away. Their depreda-\ 
tions reduce by half 'the number of 
cEt.le or sheep that can bq pastured 
on a given area. Millions of pounds 
have been spent with little effect on 
rabbit fences and rabbit hunts. It is 
said that they are all descended from 
one pa r brought in by an early im¬ 
migrant and allowed to escape. 

Politics 

. “Australia was quite roused by the 
statement made by U.S. Congressman 
Johnson on his return from a tour of 
'^e Pacific area. Mr. Johnson was 
‘disgusted’ with the Australian people 
and their war effort. Here ia the 
source of his sweeping judgment. Af¬ 
ter two weeks’ tour of the rear areas 
in the Pacific, Mr. Johnson, with 
eight other Congressmen, arrived in 
Sydney by air, early one aiftemoon 
and was handshaken by local digni¬ 
taries. Hp was fed one of the few 
steaks in Sydney, drank one of the 
last remaining bottles of champagne, 
listened to an address of welcome, and 
was flown away just before tea. A 
few days later he appeared before the 
U.S. people as an ‘expert’ on Aus¬ 
tralian affairs. Australians, to whom 
steak is a rarity and champagne a 
mirage, considered Mr. Johnson sing¬ 
ularly ungrateful. And since the on¬ 
ly Australians he had seen had bus¬ 
ied themselves with filling his pate 
and glass, they suggest, with some 
Justice, that before expressing ‘dis¬ 
gust’ he should at least have stayed 
overnight. Australia, like many other 
countries, has suffered too much from 
statements of fly-by-night experts. 

i’uzzled Over C^inadian Draftees 

The recent conscription riots in 
Canada have gained wide publicity in 
Australia. FVom this distance it is 
hard. to gain a complete view, al¬ 
though since the storm has been gath¬ 
ering for years, one can imagine what 
happened. Australians who lack the 
same historical background as Can¬ 
ada and have,pever experienced racial 
trouble, are puzzled. The situation 
has been embarrassing for us few 
representatives of Canada, and it ia 
difficult to give a satisfactory answer 
to a country whose war graves atretch 
from Greece to New Guinea. 

The Peace 

It would seem that the final days 
of the European war are at home and 
one suspects that the final dictation 
of peace will be more strengly influ- 
rn?H by Stalin’s ‘Russiads hate Ger¬ 
man'?,’ than by starry-eyed planners. 
At the moment when a great wave of 
hate sweeps the world, the mistakes 
of past treaties could easily have 
been repeated. I rather distrust the 
power politics evident in the past few 
months. Though one can have no 
sympathy for the Germans, the spec¬ 
tacle of Poland beirg tom into 
fer states is sad. If such policies coK- 
t’n'ie, the hatred and nationalist am¬ 
bitions loosed .will remake the un- 
.»ettled Europe from adiich another 
war wi'l spring.

Sawfly Control 


Kccognizing thgt nut'iing leu than 
all-over community effort will pre- 
Vt-Ot gnat lugs from sawfly, the 
Itlackie councillors are solidly behind 
a control program and are giving ac¬ 
tive support to measure most likely 
to I ring results in tht; aiea under 
their administration. 

,A number of meetings have been 
held recently at various points in the 
district, including B ackie, Dinton 
ha I, llerronton, Moesleigh, Brant and 
Arrowwood. At each hf ^hose the 
tH)unc llor representing the division 
conc(rncd has ptpesided at meetings 
I u hjcb have been addressed by Dr. C. 
W. Forstad, Dominion Entomologist, 
lethbrdge, assisted by B. J. Whit¬ 
bread, distr'et supervisor. 

The purpose of these meetings has 
been to organize the district in a saw- 
fly control block, in which everyone 
co-operates in adopting approved 
methods. Tl-e meetings have been 
well attended and rewarded with 100 
per cent enthusiasm. In each in¬ 
stance the representative councillor 
has undertaken the responsibility, of 
popularizing the control effort, j 

While it is granted that there is no 
one operation that will elminate the 
sawfly pest immediately, the suggest¬ 
ed proposals if followed on a com¬ 
munity basis will practically eliminate 
the damage. 

Order of.spring seeding advised is 
as follows;] (1) Seed sawfly trap 
strips of wjieat as soon as conditions 
are right for quick germination; (2) 
Seed resistant crops such as oats, 
barley, flax; (3.) Seed wheat crop, not 
until trap strips are showing above 
ground. ' 

In use of trap strips, two sugges- 
tio-s are made (a) Sur.round every 
wheat field with both a summerfal- 
low' strip and a strip of early seeded 
wlieat, each one rod wide where in- 
fo.station.s are heavy. Keep summer- 
fallow strip black. Mow for hay and 
.shallow cultivate or plow down the 
trap strip about July 16 when saw- 
fly flight is over, to destroy larvae in 
the stems. 

(b) See i an extra strip of wheat 
early on the stubble to be summer- 
fallowed and paralle’ to the side of 
your wheat field. This will- trap saw- 
flies leaving the stubble -field enroute ' 
to your wheat crop. Treat this trap 
str-p apn-op'iately about July 15. 

Use Delayed Seeding 

Damjige *0 early wheat is much 
greater than to wheat seeded late. 
Wheat seeded after May 16 should 
complete y miss the egg-laying flight 
of the sawfly. It should not be dam¬ 
aged. Try this on at least one field 
this year. You will be agreeably sur¬ 
prised. 

Further Adv-ince 

Don’t stubble-in wheat on wheat 
stubble. It multiplies your sawfly 
damage and skyrockets losses. 

Use sawfly resistant crops such as 
oats, barley, and flax with summer- 
fallow in a block to clear sawflies 
from large fields. Thereafter use 
traps to keep the pest out. 

Use shallow tillage. Exposure of 
sawfly stubs to sun in warm, dry 
weather destroys many of the larvae. 
Work all wheat stubble very shallow 
soon after spring thaw. Shallow cul- 
tivrte wheat stubble immediately af¬ 
ter harvest each year to expose atuUs. 

If not practical to work all of the 
field, do at least a ’S or 4 rod margin 
round it.

Agricultural Extension 

What a field this cover:! Ahi' 
everything from seed treatment ana 
school lunches to international trade 
and world citizenship. Now that so 
many organizations are becoming 
involved in extension work, surely 
it is about time that problems of 
administration And operation be 
examined critically. -Jbe responsi¬ 
bility for examination^ts nut only 
with government oliicijia^ut with 
the farmers themselves. 

Extension services have, broadly 
speaking, two functions. One is to 
‘extend’ knowledge through publica¬ 
tions, radio, short courses, field 
days, junior clubs, etc. The other is 
to provide, and advertise informa¬ 
tion and services whereby individual 
farmers can obtain the bMt available 
advic* on specific problems. 

In the Prairie Provinces, we 
benefit from a number of extension 
services, among which are the 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, a Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture and universities. In 
.addition, a good many non-govern¬ 
ment concerns endeavour to terve 
the farmer in an educational way. 
These include fertiliser, grsin and 
machine companies; feed merchants, 
seed merchants, and so on. 

Our system, if such it can be 
called, hu much to commend it, 
but it has weaknesses. We wonder 
how many farmers know where to 
take their own individual problems. 
They certainly have problems and 
technical ~ agriculturists can often 
help; but there ie no euch thing as 
an expert on all problema. 

We shall offer a few sugceetions 
in the next "Seedtinie and Harvest” 
and hope that, in ths meantime, our 
mdan a nttia harl thlnklin. 


A message from Ducks Unlimited 
calla attention to the necessity of 
watching spring stubble Are in the 
interests of wild game. It is said that 
mallards, pintails, Canada geese, 
meadowlarks and other ground nest¬ 
ing birds are back to the Canadian 
West ten days ahead of time. This in¬ 
dicates that they will be nesting ear-- 
Her than usual. 

With th's s gn of early spring, the 
stubble fie ds will be ready to burn 
enrlier than usual and it is advisr-d 
that those who set field fires should 
do so before April 16 or earlier. 
Ducks start to nest about April ^0; 
prairie chicken and HunsSstart early 
in May as do many other gr^n^nest- 
ing, insect eating birds. 

These birds consume vast quanti¬ 
ties of noxious insects and sprve as a 
friend to the farmer. They should be 
given every chance for uninterrupted 
nesting. If land to be summerfallow- 
ed is to be burned, this should be 
done before April 20 to discourage 
birds from nesting on fields that are 
to be ploughed at the time eggs or 
young are in the nest.
